whereon the Right to liich Lands, Manors or Hereditaments did not or 
fliould not have accrued within Sixty Years next before the Commence- 
ment of any Suits indituted in refpeft of the fame:' 

a And whereas it is expedient to limit in like manner the Right and Title 
of • His Majefty, His Heirs and Succeifors, in and to all Manors, 

Lands, Tenements, Rents, Tythes and Hereditaments (except Liberties 
and Franchifes) in Ii-elahd to Sixty Years-next before the Commencement of 
anySuit or Proceeding for the fame, and to fecure to all Mis Majefty’s Suh- 
jefts the free and quiet Enjoyment of all Manors, Lands, Tenements, 

Rents, Tythes and Hereditaments which they or thofe under whorq they 
claim refpcftively' have held or enjoyed, or whereof they have taken the 
Rents, Revenues, Ifiiies or Profits for the fpace of Sixty Years nes;t 
before the Commencement of any Suit or Proceeding for the fame ; 

be it ffinaaen by the KIN G’s Moft Excellent Majesty, 
by and with tiie Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and' Commons, in this prefent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority 
of the fame. That the King’s Majefty, His Heirs or Succeffors, fliall not

Services, Fee Farms, Chief 
Rents, Quit Rents'', Heriots, and other Duties, to all intents and jiurpofes 
as the fame fliould or ought of right to have been holden if the Eftates, 

Rights and Interefts eftabhftied and made fure by this prelent A6f had 
been before the making of this Adt firm and efteiftual in Law : Saying to 
every Perfon and Perfohs, Bodies Politic and Corporate, their Heirs and 
SiicGeffors (other than His Moft Excellent Majefty, His Heirs and Suc- 
eeffors) all fuch Rights, Title, Intereft, Eftate, Rents, Commons, Cuf- 
tums, Duties, Profits, and other Claims and Demands whatlbever, into 
Of out of the laid Manors, Lands, Tenements, Tythes or Hereditaments, 
as they or any of them had or ought to have had before the paftiiig of this 
Aft ; any thing in this A6t to the contrary iiotwithftanding. 



Provided alfo, and be it Enadled, That where any Fee Farm Rent or 
other Rent or Rents have- been or ftiall be anfwered and adlually paid to to'tlie Kinij 
the King’s Majefty, or to any of His Predeceffors, Heirs or Succeffors, 
within the fjiace of Sixty Years next before any Adtioii, Bill, Plaint, j},aii remain 
Information, Commiffion, or other Suit or Proceeding lhall at any time 
S or times hereafter be filed, iffued or commenced for recovering the fame 
or in refpedf thereof, out of any Manors, Lands, f enements, rythes or 
Hereditaments, of which Manors, Lands, Tenements, Tythes or ilerc- 
thtaments, the Eftates, Rights or Interefts being defedlive,. are eftablifiied 
nnd made fure by this prefent A61, that His Majefty, Flis Heirs and Suc- 
ceflbrs, fiiall from henceforth for ever have, hold and enjoy the faid Rents 
and Arrearages thereof in fuch nianiier and form and as fully and as

no Diftrefs, Adlion, Suit or other Proceeding whatfoever Riall be made 
Brought, commenced or profecuted againR any fuch Rebtor, Vicar, Curate 
or other EcclefiaRical Perfon during his Life, or againR his Lands, Tene- 
ments, Goods or Chattels after his Death, for any fuch Arrear or any 
part .thereof. 
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
